1.  "CRISIS  AND  DECISION"  by  Dr.  Solomon 
Goldman,  (Harper  &  Bros. — $2.00.)  An  im¬ 
portant  contribution  to  Jewish  thought  on  the 
Jewish  problems  of  today  and  tomorrow. 
Discusses  among  others,  such  burning  prob¬ 
lems  as  "Is  America  turning  Anti-Semitic?"; 
"What  is  behind  the  persecution  of  Jews  by 
Nazis?" 

2.  "SALON  SKETCHES"  by  Bertha  Meyer 
(Bloch  Pub.  Co. — $2.00)  A  fascinating  study 
of  the  intellectual  developments  of  German 
Jewry  during  the  19th  century  and  the  part 
played  therein  by  three  Jewish  women, 
Dorothea  Mendelssohn,  Rahel  Lewin  and 
Henrietta  Herz.  The  author  is  a  professor 
of  Germanic  languages  at  McGill  University 
and  knows  her  subject  thoroughly. 

3.  GOING  HOME"  by  Ernst  Harthem 

(Bobbs-Merrill — $2.50)  A  novel  about  a 

German  Jew  who  is  driven  from  his  home¬ 
land  to  Palestine,  and  thereafter  makes  his 
home  in  America.  A  tale  of  infinite  pathos 
shot  through  with  terrifying  realism.

MAURICE  SAMUEL 
SPEAKS  ON  THE  TRILOGY  OF 
"IOSEPH" 

The  resumption  of  late  Friday  evening  services 
on  October  21st,  was  distinguished'  by  the  ad¬ 
dress  of  Mr.  Maurice  Samuel,  noted  lecturer  and 
author,  who  again  graced  our  pulpit  as  the  first 
guest  preacher  of  the  season.  Mr.  Samuel  wove 
a  tapestry  of  fascinating  beauty  about  Thomas 
Mann's  epic  trilogy  of  "Joseph."  These  are  not 
merely  great  books,  Mr.  Samuel  said;  they  con¬ 
stitute,  like  the  Bible,  "a  momentous  event  in 
man's  history."  The  passage  of  time,  Mr.  Mann 
believes,  is  marked  by  milestones  of  repetitions 
— repetitions  of  events  and  personalities.  The 
indivdual  is  a  tenuous  mixture  of  free  will  and 
of  a  destiny  that  somehow  follows  the  pattern 
of  the  past.  "We  move  in  the  footsteps  of  others, 
and  all  life  is  but  the  pouring  of  the  present 
into  the  molds  of  the  past."  This  concept  was 
strikingly  applied  by  Mr.  Samuel  to  the  present 
scene.  He  said  that  it  must  follow  from  this 
concept  that  there  were  Nazis  in  the  Egypt  of 
Joseph,  just  as  there  are  now  Egyptians  in  the 
land  of  the  Nazis. 

Mr.  Samuel's  diction  was  a  thing  of  breath¬ 
taking  beauty;  his  phrasing  delicate,  gracious 
and  shimmering  in  nuances. 

We  presage,  with  some  degree  of  confidence, 
that  Mr.  Samuel  will  again  be  with  us  next 
year.
